Exptaxation.—Money fer which a bill of 
exchange has been taken renains unpaid, within 
the meaning of this clause, until the bill is paid,

and profits which accrued after that time, he must 
on completion account for them to the buyer. 
The buyer mast, on completion, pay to the seller 
interest on the purchase-money from the time 
fixed for the completion of the sale.

(g) ‘The seller is bound to execute a proper 
assurance of the property when the buyer tenders 
it to him for execution at a proper time and 


place. 

When the buyer has been let into bene- 
ficial possession of the property pending discus- 
sion as to the seller’s title thereto, and the 
contract is not completed owing to defects in such , 
title, the buyer is liable to pay for his use of the

For the purposes of this chapter, any person 
claiming as heir, legatee, assignee, lessee, or 
otherwise the Pee of the transferor in the 
ropew subje the mortgage, or any part of 
such interest, is a mortgagor; and any person 
claiming as heir, legatee, assignee, or otherwise 
the interest of the tramsferee under the mortgage, 
or any part thereof, is a mortgagee. 

ExPLaNatTion.—A judgment-creditor who 
attaches any mortgaged property or mortgage- 
money claims under the transferor or transferee 
(as the case may be) within the meaning of the 
second paragraph of this section. =

ment (verified in manner prescribed by law for 
the verification of plaints) of the amount due to 
him under the mortgage, apply for and receive 
in payment of such amount the money so 
deposited ;

Foreclosure and Sale.

This Bill embodies the bulk of the rules submitted in the sixth report of the late Indian 
Law Commission. One of its chief objects is to bring the rules which regulate the transmis- 
sion of property between living persons into harmony with the rules affecting its deyolution 
upon death, and thtus to furnish the necessary complement of the work commenced in framing 
the law of succession, now Act X of 1865. Another is to render more simple and efficient 
athe law relating to mortgages and conditional sales. The expediency of legislation on this 
subject was affirmed by the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in the case of Tambas- 


vami Mudali v. Muhammad Husain, L. R. 2 Indian Appeals, 241.

Oe Iy alae with mortgages and charges. ‘ Mortgage’ is so defined and explained 
as to include, besides simple m , usufructuary mortgages, mortgages by itional 
sale, and their combinations, . The Bill declares (section 15) the respective rights of mortgagor 
and mortgagee on completion of a eee: It defines (sections 16, 17, and 18,) the righ 
and daties of a mortgagee in possession, It shows when the mortgagor or the mortgagee 
may obtain an injunction toestay waste committed or threatened by the other. It provides 
rules (sections 19—-24) as to suits for foreclosure or sale. Powers of sale given by the 

¢ deed tothe m have been held void in the mofussil: the Bill (section 24) 
declares them to be valid, but containg provisions for the protection of the mortgagor 
similar to those in 28 and_24 Vic., ¢, 145, ss. 11—14. It provides rules (sections 25, 26, 
and 27,) as to suits for redemption, It contains provisions as to interest (section 28) and 
costs (sections 29, 30), It declares (section $1) that a deposit by a debtor of his title-deeds 
shall be deemed to be only evidence of a contract for a mortgage, and‘ to entitle the creditor 
merely to sue for spécifie performance. Any person having an interest in the property 
charged may prevent a sale at the suit of a mortgagee (section 35) by paying off the mort- 
gagee who requires it, and the registration of the mortgagee’s receipt for the money will be 
sufficient without any further assurance. Ifthe payment be madg¢ by a person having the 
whole interest in the property subject to the mortgage, the mortgage so paid off will (section 
36) cease to exist; if the payment be made by a person not having the whole of such interest, 
he will acquire (section 87) the rights of the incumbrancer whom he has paid off. . 

* The Bill abolishes the systemof tacking, by declaring in sections 88 and 89 that no 
pe a paying off a prior mortgage shall thereby acquire any priority in respect of his 
original mortgage ; that no mortgngee making a subsequent advance to the mortgagor shall 
thereby acquire any priority in respect of his security for such advance ; atid that, if the owner 
of two rties creates separate mortgages upon them by separate assurances, each property 
may be med or dealt with irrespectively of the other, though the mortgages are created 
in favour of the same mortgagee. , 

It has been held that, where a mortgage extends to future advances, the mortgagee 
cannot safely make such advances, if he has notice of an intervening second mortgage. But 
the Bill (section 34) provides that, if a charge made to secure the balance of a running 
account.expresses the maximum to be secured thereby, a second charge shall be postponed 
to the first charge in respect of advances not exceeding the maximum, though made subse- 
quently to the second charge with notice thereof.
